___Matters relating to the purchase, lease, or acquisition of real property or the
investment of public funds.

___Matters relating to public safety and property.

X Matters relating to litigation, negotiations and the attorney-client privilege.
_Matters relating to the employment relationship.

___Matters relating to the potential imposition of a penalty.

___Matters relating to deliberations on administrative and/or quasi-judicial matters.
___ Matters relating to contact negotiations.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Township Committee of the
Township of Chesterfield, assembled in public session on May 28, 2020 that an
Executive Session closed to the public shall be held at 8:30 pm in the Chesterfield
Township Municipal Building for the discussion of matters relating to the specific items
designated above. It is anticipated that the deliberations conducted in closed session
may be disclosed to the public upon the determination of the Township Committee that
the public interest will no longer be served by such confidentiality.
